To  Chairman  and  Members  of  tlie  Port  Health  Comiiittee 
Mr.  Chairman  co  Gentlemen, 

Here\;ith  is  my  report  for  the  yea,r  ending  list  December  I966. 

The  scheme  of  sev/age  disposal  for  Hayle  Tov/ans  independently 
of  the  main  Hayle  scheme  was  reconsidered  and  resulted  in  one 
trea,tment  v;orks  for  both  a,reas  being  adopted.  The  matter  was 
still  being  pursued  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Rega-rding  dredging  for  tin  in  St.  Ives  Bay,  a  licence  by  the 
Crovm  Est.ate  Commissioners  was  granted  to  Coo.stal  Prospecting  Ltd. 
subject  to  safeguarding  coast  erosion  and  subsequently  Planning 
Permission  was  granted  for  extraction  of  a  limited  amoint  of  sand 
from  the  foreshore  at  Gv:ithian  for  test  purposes  and  subject  to 
safeguarding  conditions. 

Hew  Public  Health  (Ships)  Regulations  I966  were  introduced 
V7hich  inter  alia  amended  certificates  of  vaccination  for  smallpox 
and  yellow  fever.  As  no  shipping  used  the  port  from  endemic  areas 
of  these  diseases  there  was  nothing  to  give  you  any  concern., 

26  bodies  passed  throu^  the  Mortuary  during  the  year. 

The  operations  in  the  port  vary  little  from  yeox  to  year  and 
there  were  no  specific  points  warranting  your  attention.
